REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
amend claims 1 and 10 by including a "poly-aryl methane protecting" group. 

2. The claimed invention is a process for producing of an oligonucleotide by 
assembly of the oligonucleotide attached to a solid support, wherein a solid support is 
prepared by polymerization of a monomer which comprises a protected hydroxypolyC 2 -4 
alkyleneoxy chain attached to a polymerisable unit wherein the protected 
hydroxypolyC 2 -4 chain contains from 2 to 10 C 2 -4 alkylenoxy groups and wherein the 
hydroxypolyC2-4 alkyleneoxy chain is protected with a poly-aryl methane protecting 
group. 

The rejection was made over WO 00/02953 (Patent 6,395,842) in view of 
Reddy'5,869,696. 

While WO 00/029953 discloses a solid polymer support containing polyoxyalkylenes, 
WO 00/02953 does not disclose a hydroxy(polyC 2 -4 alkyleneoxy) chain protected with a 
poly-aryl methane protective group., e.g. a trityl group. The secondary reference to 
Reddy discloses oligonucleotide reagent attached to a solid support via a 
phosphoramidite linkage. Reddy does not discloses the claimed solid support. There is 
no motivation to combine the teachings of two references for obtaining claimed 
oligonucleotide attached to the claimed solid support. 

The Kuchimanchi Declaration filed 6/16/2008 as for Serial No. 10/512,145 has been 
considered. The declaration provides support for beneficial effect using

poly(aryl)methane protective group. The poly(aryl) methane groups are readily cleaved 
under acidic conditions. 

Reference to Moody et al Patent 7,365,132 discloses claimed solid support as a 
protected hydroxypolyC 2 -4alkyleneoxy chain attached to a polymerisable unit having the 
same formula that is in the present claims and wherein a protected group is a poly-aryl 
methane protecting group. Moody does not disclose the claimed oligonucleotide 
attached to a solid support via a phosphoramidite linkage.
